HOW KIT CARSON FOUGHT A 


DUEL AND WON A WIFE 


The Green River country In Wyom- 


ing was a famous rendesvoos for trap- 
pers in the old days, and in 1885 many 
of them were gathered there. One was 
Captain Shoaar, -a French bully, who 
had aroused the anger of several of the 
American trappers by big 
offensive 


manner toward a young Arapaho girl 
In a camp nearby. The girl feared 
the Frenchman and appealed for pro- 
tection to a young trapper named Kit 
Canon. 


Learning of this Shunar, ia an effort 


to bring about a quarrel with Carson, 
lode about the camp one day carrying 
• loaded rifle and declaring that all 
Americans were cowards, deserving 
only a whipping with a hickory switch. 
At last Carson faced the Frenchman. 


"I am an American, and if you are 


determined to die, I am your roan," 
he said. 
The Frenchman hesitated 


at tbfs defiance 


Leaping to his horse, his pistol In 


band, Carson demanded of Sbunar: 
"Am I the man you are looking for?" 


"No," replied Shunar, bat be raised 


bis arm to shoot 


The two men fired at the same time. 


The' Frenchman's bullet grazed Car- 
eon's scalp and the powder burned his 
race. The American's shot shattered 
Shnnar's forearm and he died from 
the effects of the wound soon after- 
wards. 


Carson came to love the Indian 


girl he had befriended, and later they 
were married by the Indian ceremony. 
In 1838 she became his wife ic a 
Christian marriage. 
, 


Kit Carson was one of the most ro- 


mantic figures in 
frontier 
history. 


Bwn In Kentucky in 1806, he 
ran 


a way "from home and joined a cara- 
van on the Santa Fe trail. From 1829 
to 1843 he was a trapper and trader 
In the Rockies. Then he guided Gen- 
eral Fremont to the Great Salt Lake 
and California, and was a scout for 
"The Pathfinder" In the Mexican war. 


Carson was an Indian fighter, too. 


He defeated the Xnvajoe* so disas- 
trously that they never again seri- 
ously threatened the white man. He 
whipped the Klowas and Comancbes 
at the first great battle fought at 
the Adobe Walls. Then In his later 
years he became an Indian agent, and 
the red men who had once fought him 
teamed to love him and t» call him 
-Father Kit" 


Finally the old scout settled down 


in bis hone in Taos, K M. In 1863 
be went to Fort Itfon. Col*, to visit 
his son. There be fell .111 and 
May 23.

--CULINARY DELICACIES. 


A well-cooked and seasoned dish of 


frogs' legs is a delicacy by no means 


too intricate for 
any housewife to 
attempt, but first 
get the frog leg? 
Frog farming is 
now a w e'll recog- 
nized 
Indus tn. 


There are manj 
ways of catchinc 


frogs, but the old method used to en- 
tice the frog was a pipce of red flan- 
nel tied to a stick; thi« is still ef 
fective, and with a net Ms capture Is 
sure. Only the hind legs of the frog 
are commonly used The meat Is good 
on the other portions of the bod}, but 
the amount is small. 


Tasty Frogs' Legs.—Dip the well- 


cleaned frogs' legs into a dish of dned 
crumbs and beaten egg, adding a little 
cold water to the egg, dip in the 
crumbs, then in egg until a thick coat- 
Ing Is formed, then frv In deep fat 
and serve with a tartar sauce. 


Broiled Frogs' Legs.—Select large 


ones for this dish, dress, wash and 
dry the legs. Pass the Joint of one 
leg Into the muscle of the other thus 
holding them together in good shape 
Brush over with butter, dust lightlj 
with salt and pepper and broil a deli- 
cate brown Serve with a butter sauce. 


Fried or Sauted Frogs' Legs.—After 


wiping the well-dressed legs until dry, 
roll them in seasoned flour and fry In 
any good sweet fat to which a little 
onion juice or lemon juice has been 
ndded. , When brown, place on thin 
slices of buttered toast and duet with 
pepper and salt. 


Frogs' Legs Fritters.—The small legs 


may be used for this recipe. Mix and 
gift together one cupful of flour, onp 
tcaspoonful of salt, a few dashes of 
pepper and paprika, and add gradually 
two-thirds of a cupful of milk and two 
well-beaten eggs. Dip the frogs' legs 
In the batter and fry in deep hot fat. 
Drain on paper and serve with stuffed 
olives.
